The Scott County sheriff’s 
office said the fugitives fired 
shots 
at 
several

and 
people in the village of Buffalo 
southwest of Davenport. When 
a pickup truck attem pted to 
follow the car. the men shot out

First Since 1933 
Americans Flock To Buy As 
Gold Bullion Hits M arket 


By BOBBY RAY MILLER 
United Press International 
Gold bullion went on sale to 
Americans today for the first 
time since 1933, and buying and

briskly even before dawn.

The freedom to buy bullion 
was. celebrated by dealers and 
pretty girls at the Mid-America 
Commodity Exchange in Chica­ 
go with a cham pagne party, 
a fte r w hich $1.32 m illion in 
certificates of gold changed 
hands. 
There were many claim s by 
those wanting to be the first 
person to buy gold after it was 
legal or to be the first mint to 
produce a gold medallion. Sen. 
Jam es 
Buckley, 
R-N.Y., 
a 
proponent of the legalization, 
bought 2*2 ounces of gold at 
exactly 12:01 a.m . 
At exactly midnight EST. the 
Golden State Coin Exchange in 
Tarzana, Calif., said it made 
the first gold bar sale to a 
con su m er in 41 y ears when 
actor Dean Jones paid $395 for 
a two-ounce bar.

Resources will be topped again, 
next year, it was predicted 
today by Joseph D. Cloud, 
Director of the Department. 
‘There are several reasons 
for this,” Cloud said. “The 
energy situation is prompting 
more vacations and holidays 
closer to home. The economic 
situation is compelling a more 
calculated, use of the dollars 
available to Hoosier families for 
such 
consum er 
wants 
as 
recreation. And the continued 
upgrading and expansion of our 
facilities is making them even 
more attractive to visitors. Few 
other places offer such a variety 
of uses.” 
As the New year progresses, 
Cloud said, more and more new 
or improved facilities will be 
made available at Indiana State 
Parks, State Recreation Areas, 
State Forests, and State Fish 
and Wildlife Areas. “Our goal,” 
he explained, “is to have a 
major state-operated outdoor 
recreation facility within an 
hour’s drive or less from every 
Hoosier home.” 
One innovation that is helping 
Indiana folks to become better 
acquainted, with, their publicly- 
owned properties is the annual 
$10 admission pass. This per­ 
mits an unlimited number of 
visits to all State Parks, State 
Recreation Areas and State 
M em orials 
throughout 
the 
calendar yeAr by the occupants 
of any privately-owned vehicle. 
A study of these Annual 
Passes and, of individual gate 
admissions above a 4 4 per cent 
decline in the number of visitors 


to Indiana State Parks in 1974, 
Cloud .said. But those who did 
come stayed longer, and also 
they utilized more such special 
services as campground sites, 
horseback rides, etc. the total 
revenue—although admissions 
fees were not raised—was 18 per 
cent more at Indiana State

AKOUNI) WK GO 
Well, here we go again! You know those expensive 
catalytic convertors required on all 1975 cars were sup­ 
posed to eliminate harmful exhaust emissions. Now 
federal Environm ental Protection Agency (E P A ) 
scientists fear the convertors may be causing more air 
pollution problems than they cure. The new exhaust 
systems apparently emit a mist of sulfuric acid in 
quantities sufficient to cause a possible health hazard in 
cities where there is high-traffic density. The problem, it 
is expected, w ill show up in from two to six years. 


Now the EPA is spending more money conducting 
accelerated research to determine possible health 
hazards posed by the new pollutants put out by the muffler 
system which it requires. The head of EPA's Human 
Studies Division points out that sulfuric acid con­ 
tamination in the air could aggravate heart and lung 
diseases and be very tough on older persons and children 
with allergenic problems, such as asthma. It looks like the 
environmental protectors are going hack to the drawing 
board, while the driving public pays the bill once again. 


THE MAKING OF \ CITIZEN 
Of all the minorities in the United States, perhaps the1 
least understood are the men and women of the police' 
force. Many Americans, particularly young people, see 
the badge as a symbol of authority not help and comfort 
in time of need.

A Target State designation 
has been given Indiana in the 
current drive for ratification of 
the controversial Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
Indiana is one of 10 where the 
proposal is expected to have the 
best chance of passage. So far, 
33 of the required 38 states have 
approved, with 2 or 3 trying to 
rescind action. Ratification is a 
one way street, once give cannot 
be reversed. Deadline for action 
is unclear, but may be March, 
1979, seven years after passage 
by the U. S. Senate. 
Ratification won approval in 
the 
Indiana 
House 
of 
Representatives two years ago, 
failing to pass the Senate by a 
narrow margin. No action was 
taken in the 1974 session, with 
the House saying it was useless 
to waste time unless the Senate 
approved. The bill failed to have 
hearings or move to the floor of 
the Senate, with the Committee 
refusing to take action unless 
there was evidence the ¡Senators 
had changed their minds, and 
might change votes. 
Seventeen states have failed 
to give the amendment approval 
and all have legislative sessions 
this year. Only three states gave 
approval in 1974 after the initial 
rush to be first to approve. 
While both political parties have 
endorsed the proposal, it was a 
Republican controlled General 
Assembly which failed to act. A 
poll of new legislators in the 
state shows stronger support for 
the proposal among Democratic 
m em bers 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly. 
Need for "equal rights” is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
m ore women, younger and 
better 'educated, are heading 
families due to early death of 
males and the high divorce 
rates. In the last decade, female 
family heads of housholds have 
increased by some 2.3 million, 
or 12.5 per cent of all families. 
Most are in their 
early 30’s 
down from age 45 in 1960, while 
those 
with 
some 
college 
education have increased some 
7 per cent. 
Divorced women find they 
received less pay than male 
workers occupying the same 
jobs, have less opportunities for 
advancements, and all too often, 
the husband ended up with the 
credit rating. Few institutions 
will extend credit to unmarried 
women , particularly if they are 
still of child-hea ring age . 
Unfortunately, ratification of 
the Equal Rights Amendment, 
imposing still another layer of 
laws on existing legal rights, 
will not help the problems. It is a 
typical example of ricochet 
legislation, aimed to strike a 
narrow problem, hut glancing 
off into unexpected and unan­ 
ticipated areas. Usually such 
laws cause more harm than the 
good accomplished.

If strictly applied, it could

Written consent can be given, 
but must show the reason for the 
release, date, and is limited. 
Records must be maintained of 
every release, and each in­ 
spection made. 
Meanwhile, in a reverse equal 
rights movement, more men are

The 
percentage of males graduating 
from nursing schools has almost 
doubled since 1970, and is ex­ 
pected to increase.

Practically anyone 
could have entered the room and rifled through their 
possessions. Because they evidently did not take the time 
to lock their door. 
While in no way condoning the theft, it would seem 
trifle to blame RCHS officials for the incident . Negligence 
is the major factor in most thefts.

Former Greek Leader To Be 


Tried For High Treason 


By CHRIS ELIOU 
ATHENS (UPl) - George 
Papadopoulos, the once-power- 
ful military ruler now living in 
exile on a tiny Aegean island, 
will be tried next month on 
charges of high treason and 
insurrection. 
The 
maximum 
penalty is death... 
Athens Appeals Court Judge 
George Voltis flew by helicopt­ 
er to the island of Kea Sunday 
to 
read 
the 
charges 
to 
Papadopoulos and four of his 
top aides. 
A court spokesman said the 
five men, leaders of a 1967 coup 
that brought seven years of 
military rule to Greece, would 
testify before an investigating 
magistrate on Jan. 15. 
Under Greek, law, insurrec­ 
tion carries the death penalty 
while high treason is punishable 
by up to 20 years in prison. 


Prem ier Constantine Cara- 
manlis exiled Papadopoulos and 
his aides to the tiny resort 
island last October, three 
months after the sudden col­ 
lapse of the military regime 
during last summer’s Cyprus 
warfare. 


The other defendants are 
Stylianos Pattakos and Nick- 
olaos Makarezos, former depu­ 
ty p r e m i e r s; Michael 
Roufogalis. one-time head of 
the Central Intelligence Ser­ 
vice, and loannis Ladas, former 
minister of public order. 


Caramanlis, 
who 
returned 
from self-imposed exile last 
July to reestablish civilian rule 
in Greece, ordered the five men 
exiled on charges of conspiring 
to overthrow his new- govern­ 
ment. 
The Athens Appeals Court 
began legal proceedings against 
the former junta leaders last 
month after ruling that the 
defendents were responsible for 
the 1967 coup. 
A court spokesman said 45 
other persons, mainly active 
and retired army officers, have 
also been charged with involve­ 
ment in the coup. 
Papadopoulos seized power in 
the early hours of April 21, 
1967, overthrowing the caretak­ 
er 
government 
of 
Premier 
Panayotis 
Kanellopoulos a 
month 'before scheduled elec­ 
tions. 
A spokesman said the court is 
also investigating charges that 
Papadopoulos and Roufogalis 
committed willful manslaughter 
in suppressing a student-worker 
rebellion at the Athens Poly­ 
technic University in Novem­ 
ber, 1973. 
At. least 15 persons died and 
hundreds were injured when 
police and army tanks crushed 
the two-day uprising.

a coup in Cyprus that touched 
off 
last

Turkish 
invasion of the island.

Charlotte 
Jensen, 26, of Seattle, Wash., 
who was a member of that 
historic class. 
Ens. Jensen is assigned to the 
public information: office at the 
Newport Naval Base here, and 
she has kept in close touch with 
several of her classmates. 
Today 
those 
women 
are 
assigned to bases around the 
globe and in jobs ranging from 
intelligence to supply distribu­ 
tion.

Mr. Rogers Talks To 
Kids On Television 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Every 
boy and girl big enough to turn 
on the television set to watch 
Mister Rogers’ Neighborhood 
can remember back a year or 
two —and those trying times of 
babyhood. 
Babies need big people to do 
practically everything for them. 
The big people feed the babies. 
They dress the babies. They 
keep them, out of harm ’s way. 
Mister 
Rogers knows how 
boys and girls three, four and 
five really hate to be treated 
like babies now: that they are 
bigger. 
But if they are to take good 
care of themselves, they need 
to 
know 
certain 
things. 
So 
Mister Rogers has made some 
television m essages about how 
boys and girls can take care of 
themselves. 
In the m essages, Fred Rogers 
talks to kids about different 
things —from getting shots to 
being careful about cars. 
The Pittsburgh-based star of 
Mr Rogers’ Neighborhood, the 
nationally acclaimed National 
Educational Television’s chil­ 
dren’s program, is seen regu­ 
larly on television in western 
Pennsylvania. 
The television spots encourag­ 
ing children to develop good 
health and safety habits were 
prepared as a public service. 
They were made at the request 
of the sponsoring organization, 
Blue Cross of Western Pennsyl­ 
vania and Blue Shield. 
For children who cannot see 
the 
Mister 
Rogers’ 
health 
m essages in other parts of the 
country, there is a “ M ister 
Rogers Talks to Kids" booklet. 
Single copies are available 
free 
from 
Blue 
Cross 
of 
Western Pennsylvania in Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa. 
There are storybook drawings 
in the booklet, but Mom or Dad 
or a big brother or sister will 
need to read the m essages to 
the preschool boy or girl.

—Eating Right. “ Well, since 
you are growing, you can do a 
lot of things for yourself now. 
You can even feed yourself 
things that make you strong 
and help you keep on growing. 
You know, things like green

milk.” 
—Care of Teeth. ” . . . we all 
need to be careful not to eat too 
much candy because you. know 
too many sweet things can 
sometimes make little holes in 
teeth.”

player means you don’t jump 
from high places or run out in 
the street after the ball.” 
—Getting Shots. 
“ Did you 
ever have a doctor or a nurse 
give you a shot? 
“ Well, I guess you know it’s 


something that helps you keep 
from getting sick. It usually 
hurts a. little at first —feels like 
a pinch —but not for long. 
Sometimes it doesn’t hurt at 
all. 
“ Of course, there’s nothing 
wrong with crying if a shot 
does hurt, and it’s really fine if 
you can talk about it.

competitive industry. 
At their first stop in the Mart, 
the students were introduced to 
Donna 
Bemette. 
director of 


marketing for Westher Tamer, 
a company that makes outer 
wear and the only company in 
the Mart that, actually makes up 
its sam ples right there in the 
building. 
Miss Bernette, who has her 
m aster ’s degree in clothing and 
textiles, will quickly tell you 
that she didn’t walk from the 
classroom into her present job— 
there were lots of steps in 
'between. 


“ When I graduated with my 


m< ster’s, I thought at first of 
go.ng to New York, but since I 
didn’t know anybody there, 'I 
decided to su.; in the Midwest— 
at least I 
knew my way 


around." 


After coming to Chicago, Miss 


Bemette started interviewing— 
and discovered that the easiest 
way of getting new cgptacts was 
to ask her interviewer if he or* 
she knew

openings in the field among 
associates or friends. “ In fact, it 


was finally the friend of a friend 
of the first interviewer I talked 
to that hired m e!”

“ Promoting your line is hard 
at first—you can. knock on an 
awful lot of icy doors. But once 
you get to know the advertisers, 
i.e. magazines, and they know 
about your product, it gets 
easier.”

recently surprised when she got 
a call, from a leading magazine 
that wanted to feature her line 
of jackets on the cover of the 
magazine. “ The back cover of a 
magazine costs thousands of 
dollars to buy—and of course 
the front cover you can’t even 
buy,” she said. 


Describing herself as a “ one 
person, in-house advertisin g 
agen cy ,” 
M iss 
Bernette 


ususally works about a year in 
advance to set up promotions 
and ads, “ You have to think 
three steps ahead of whatever 
you’re doing,” she adds, simply 
in order to “ keep up.”
